HE Words which I have read unto you, may 
r | 


begin with the Caſe propſed, (and a very common as well. 
as lamentable caſe it is,) If any of you err from the Truth. 
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(4) 


By erring from the Truth, we are not here to underſtand every 


error, Which is contrary to any Truth whatſoever; but only ſuch 
errors as are Deſtructive of Eternal Salvation. The more Turk 
indeed a Man learns, the better qualified he certainly is, to be 
well Grounded and Fixed in Religion; ſo as not to be toſſed to and 
fro, or carried about with every wind of Doctrine, by the Height of 

Men, and cunning craftineſs, whereby they lie in wait to deceive, 


Eph. 4. 14. And therefore, upon this, as well as other Ac- 


counts, it is undoubtedly an Act of FRIENDSsHLID and CHARIT v, 


as we have opportunity for it, to give every Man right notions of 
all Things, as far as he is capable of receiving them; arid not to 
ſuffer him, if we can help it, to lie under any miſtake whatſoever, 
that may poſſibly prove of ill conſequence to him, either in this 
World, or that which is to come. But as there are many Truths 
which are above the Capacity of abundance of Men; and many 
more, the Ignorance or Disbelief whereot will not obſtruct the 
Salvation of any Man who wants the means of better Information; 
ſo is it plain from the Text itſelf, that the errors here pointed at, 
are only ſuch as are deſtructive of Salvation: Becauſe, otherwiſe 


it could not be ſaid, that he which converteth a Sinner from the er- 


ror of his way, ſhall ſave a Soul from Death ; if by Death we are 
to underſtand Eternal Damnation; as without diſpute we are 


* 


Ihe very Notion of an Error conſiſts in its being contrary to 

Truth : And conſequently, every error which is deſtruct ive of 
Salvation, muſt be contrary to ſome Truth that is neceſſary to 
Salvation. What, and how many theſe Truths are, it is not my 
preſent buſineſs to enquire : But, if the Judgment of all 
CHRISTIAN CHURCHES, both Ancient and Modern, will be of 
any Weight with us in this matter; it may. be worth while to 
conſider, what are the Terms and Conditions, upon which, a- 
lone, every Church both always did, and ſtill does admit each 
Perſon to Baptiſm ; what are thoſe Tr2ths which, upon this occa- 
ſion, both are and always has been every where required, either 
exprelly to be embraced and profeſſed by the Perſon to be Bapti- 
zed; or, incaſe he be an Intant, thatiome promiſe be made, that 
he ſhall be brought up in the Profeſſion of Them. For ſince it 
ever bas been the Univerſal Doctrine of all who have not rejected 
even 


CT 
even Baptiſm itſelf, that he who is duly qualified for Baptiſm, 
and is thereby accordingly admitted into the Church of CRHRIS, 
is moſt certainly in a State of Salvation, except by new Tranſgreſ- 
ſions he again Forfeits the Favour of GOD; it muſt neceſſarily 
follow, that, in the judgment of each reſpective Church, no o- 
ther Truths, but theſe alone which are to be owned or profeſſed 
in Baptiſm, are to be lookt upon as of abſolute neceſſity to Salva- 
tion. And if upon enquiry, it thould farther appear that the very 


fame Truths, and none others, for ſubſtance, have in all Ages 


and Places been required to be embraced and profeſſed as the 
Terms and Conditions of Bapti/m; it muſt likewiſe follow that, 
in the Judgment of the UNIVXRSAL CHURCH of all Ages, the 
very ſame Concluſion ought to be formed concerning the Terms 
and Conditions of Salvation alto. 

It is not my deſign, at preſent, to trace this matter through the 
ſeveral Ages of Chriſtianity : But yet, upon this occaſion, I can- 
not forbear making one remark ; which is, that altho' the Church 
of Rome has, now for ſome Ages, taken upon her, not only to 
Explain the Ancient Chriſtian Faith; but alſo to add divers New 
Articles thereto ; and at laſt poſitively to declare that oz of this

From whence it moſt evidently follows, 
that, even in her own Judgment, the belief of theſe New Arti

to be; becauſe it is not even by her ſelf required, in order to any 
Man's being admitted to Bapi:/m; and yet Baptiſm, at the fame 
time, if duly received by a Perſon rightly qualified for it; accor- 


ding to her own Doctrine, as well as that of all other Chriſtians, 


molt certainly puts him into a State of Salvation. But I muſt 
not dwell on this Digreſſion. V: HY 
All that is neceſſary to Salvation is moſt evidently compreliended 
under theſe TwO General Heads: That is to ſay, to Believe 
thoſe Things, which GOD requires to be believed; and to Per- 
form thoſe Duties, which he requires to be performed. Every 
Error, there fore, which is Jeſtrutive of Salvation, muſt, . ar 
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(6) we 


Rule of Contraries, be, either not to Believe what GOD re- 
quires to be believed, or, not to Perform what he requires to 


be Performed : The former of which is called an Error in Faith; 
and the latter an Error in Practice. From whence it follows, 
that to Convert a Sinner from the error of his way, muſt needs, in 
my Text, ſignifie the bringing of him either to the belief of ſome 
one or more of the Articles of Faith, which he before did not Be- 
lieve; or, to the Practice of ſome one or more Duties, which he 
before neglected to Perform: And, tho'the SurxEMEAUTROR 
of this Work of (onwerſion, is none other but GOD himſelf; 
who alone openeth the heart of Man, Act. 16. 14. and giveth to 


him the Spirit of Wiſdom and Revelation; Eph. 1. 17. As alſo 


Worketh in him both to will and to do, of his good Pleaſure ; Phil. 
2. 13. Yet ſince he is pleaſed, in the Ordinary Courſe of his Pro- 
vidence, to make uſe of the Teaching, Preaching, Admonition 
and good Example of other Men, whereby in a rational way to 
convince, perſwade and convert both . and Sinners; 
hence it becomes frequent in Common Speech, to make uſe of 
ſome of the ſame Terms, when we ſpeak of Man as an Inſtru- 
ment in this Work, as when we ſpeak of GOD, who is the only 
Avr Ho of it. If we ſpeak ſtrictly, indeed, it is GOD only who, 
by his Grace and holy Spirit, Converts a Sinner; and by his 


Power and Authority Saves him; and yet, by way of Analogy, 


both theſe Works may, not improperly, but ſill in another ſenſe, 
be aſcribed to thoſe Men whom GOD has been pleaſed to make 
ule of as Inſtruments in them. This is moſt evidently the Lan- 
guage of my Text: If any of you do err from the Truth, and one 
Convert him: That is to ſay, is the Means or Inſtrument of his 
Converſion. And again; he which Converteth a Sinner from the 


error of bis way That is to ſay, Labours in the Work of his Con- 


verſion. Thus they who labour in the Converſion of others, are 
ſaid to turn many to Righteouſneſs, Dan. 12. 3. and St. Paul tells 
Timothy that, by diligently Preaching the Goſpel, he fball ſave 
them that hear him, 1 Tim. 4. 16. and ſince & OD is pleaſed to 
allow unto ſuch Perſons as theſe the honourable Title of Workers 
together with him, 2. Cor. 6. 1. it is not Abſurdity, in a quali- 
fied ſenfe, to aſcribe the Work itfelf unto them.

Having thus, I think, ſafficiently opened the Cafe propoſed, 
together with the Nature of the good Work mentioned to be per- 
formed; I proceed now to that which is my chief Deſign in the 
choice of my Text, and to which what I have hitherto been ſay- 
ing, is only intended as an Introduction; that is to ſay, the Re- 
ward here promiſed to the Performance of this good Work; con- 
tained in the latter part of my Text : Let him know that he which 
converteth a Sinner from the error of his way, ſhall ſave a Soul from 
Death, and ſhall hide a Multitudè of Sins. 3 

And, Firſt of the former part of this Reward : He which con- 
verteth a Sinner from the error of his way, and thereby is inſtru- 
mental in bringing him into a State of Grace and Salvation, will 
have the great Satisfaction of reſcuing his Neighbour from Eternal 
Damnation : For that this is the meaning, here, of ſaving a Soul 
from Death, is ſo very plain, that I need not ſtand to prove it. 

The {ame ſatisfaction is by our bleſſed Saviouk propoſed to 
us as a Motive to a very good Work, much of the ſame Nature 
with that which is mentioned and recommended in my Text, 
Matt. 18 15. If thy brother ſhall Treſpaſs againſt thee, go and tell 
Him his Fault between thee and him alone: If be ſhall hear thee, thou 
baſt gained thy brother: But wherein does this Gain conſiſt ? Is it 


in his Friendſhip or good Will, and the temporal advantage which, 


in ſome Caſes we may thereby reap? Alas! This alone would be 
but a Poor Reward to be propoſed for the encouragement of thoſe, 
whoſe Duty and great Buſineſs it is to ſet their Affections on Things 
above, and not on Things on the Earth , Col. 3. 2, When, there- 

fore, our bleſſed Saviouk propoſes the gaining of our brother as 
a Motive to the Duty of Private and Charitable Admonition, we 
mult underſtand him, not in a Worldly, but Spiritual or Goſpel 
Senſe: If he ſhall hear thee, thou haſt gained thy brother That 
is to ſay, it he ſhall lend ſuch an ear to thy prudent and modeſt re- 
proof, as thereby, through the Grace of GOD, to be brought to 
a due ſenſe ot his Sin and Repentance for it; thou wilt then be an 
Inſtrument of gaining over thy Brother to GOD and Salvation: 
Which, next to our own Salvation, is one of the greateſt Satis- 
actions that a good Man can poſſibly have, 


Some, 
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Some, Indeed, there are, who ſeem to have no love for any ö 
but themſelves; and therefore take no delight in any thing, but ; 
4 as they find it turn to their own Pleaſure or Advantage. But if a 
| Man has the Jeaſt ſenſe of Religion, or indeed of Reaſon or good 
ö Nature withm him; he cannot, ſure, but ſometimes conſider that 
| 


he is not born for himſelf alone; and that the very Eud of his be- 
ing ſent into the World, is certainly, by all the ways he can, to 
do good unto others as well as to himſelf: And the more a Ra- 
Lic Being is ſenſible, that he anſwers and makes good the End 
of his Creation, the greater ſatisfaction muſt needs redound 
to himſelf, ve 1 5 | £ 
Indeed we may Appeal to the Experience of every Man who 
gives himſelf time to think of any Thing but himſelf, and has not 
deveſted himſelf of Common Humanity. When at any Time we 
| ſee, not only a Friend or Acquaintance, but even a Stranger, or 
perhaps an Enemy in very great Extremity; and ready, it may be, 
to Periſh with Cold, Hunger, Pain, or Sicknefs; do we not pre- 
ſently find, upon ſuch an Occaſion, a relenting and fellow-feeling 
within ourſelves; as if we were not only Spectators, but even 
Sharers in the Miſery which we ſee another ſuffer 2 And if Pride, 
Lazineſs or Covetouſneſs do not make us paſs him by, as the 
 Prieft and Lewite did by the wounded Man, Luke, 19. 31. but 


Ald of ſuch a Perſon from the ſhort and Tranſitory Miſery of this 
1 World, which cannot poſſibly laſt longer than his Life, be ſo great 
ö and ſenſible a Pleaſure; what a ſolid and profound ſatisfaction 

| mult it be, to be an Inſtrument in the Converting of a Sinner, 

| and thereby Delivering him from the Eternal and Unſpeakable 
|

1 on the contrary, like the good Samaritan, we give him help 
1 and make ſome good Proviſion for him; do we not preſently find 
it within our own Breaſt, that every degree of Relief which we thus 
mT afford to our Diſtreſſed Neighbour, givesa Proportionable Mea- 
4, fare of Joy and Comfort to our ſelves alſo? And it the relieving

Ezek. 33. 11. And our bleſſed Saviour tells us that, Foy ſhall 

be in Heaven over one Sinner that repenteth, Luk. 15. 7. =

does it ſeem to have been an inconſiderable part of that Fo, ; 
which St. Paul tells us was ſet before Crnrisr himſelf, {or 
which he endured the Croſs,. deſpiſing the ſhame, Heb. 12. 2. 
that hereby he was to be a. Pyopitiation for the Sins of the whole- 
World, 1 John, 2. 2. and to put every Sinner into-a capacity 
of returning to GOD, and being Saved: This being the very end, 
which the fame Apoſtle aſſigns, why CHRIST Jesus came into the 
World, namely, to fave Sinners, 1 Tim. 1. 15. If then the 
Converſion and Salvation of a Sinner is of ſo much Joy to the 
bleſſed Angels and Spirits in Heaven, and fo highly pleaſing to 
600 and Curasr; certainly to be Inſtrumental in ſo good a 
Work, muſt needs be a very great ſatisfaction to every Righteous 
Man: And he who will take no part in this Joy, when there is 
a proper occaſion for it, is ſo far from being Heavenly or Y 1 
tuaily minded, Rom. 8. 6. that we may juſtly pronounce hin, 
in the Language of St. James, to be Earthly, Senſual, Deviliſh, 
. 8 Wh 
This then is the firſt Part of the Reward which my Text pro- 
miſes to him which converteth a Sinner from the error of his wa); 
that is to ſay, The great ſatisfaction of ſaving a Soul from Death; 
or being Inſtrumental in Reſcuing his Neighbour from Eternal 
Damnation: I Proceed now to the other part of the Reward, ex- 
preſt in the laſt Words of my Text, And ſhall hide a Multitude

f If by a Multitude of Sins, we are here to underſtand, as ſome 
do, the Sins of the Perſon Converted;. then this laſt Clauſe will. 
contain no more in it, but a bare Repetition, in other Words, of 
what had juſt before bcen ſaid; and the Meaning will be only 
this, That when the Sinner is converted from the error of his 
day, his Soul ſhall be ſaved, and all his Sins pardoned. But 
Pardon of Sins being neceflarily included in the very Notion of 
Salvation ;. nat 74 he laſt Words, of hiding a Multitu de of Sins, 
being molt evidently added to the former, as a farther encou- 
ragement to labour in the Work of Converting Sinners; it is 
manifeſt from hence, that the Multitude of Sins here ſpoken of, 
muſt be the Sins, not of the Perſon Converted, (which, if he be 
| ſaved, muſt of courſe be dr e but of him who is the happy 
Iaſtrument of his Conyerſion: And then the Meaning muſt be, 
ce | ory AS «.

as II have already ſtated it, that whoever is the Means of Con- 
verting a Sinner, {hall not only have the great ſatisfaction of 
Reſcuing his Neighbour from Eternal Damnation, (of which I 
have already ſpoken) but alſo the much greater Benefit of more 
7 — the Pardon of his own Sins; of which I am now 
to ſpeak. ah 

It is very certain that, properly ſpeaking, nothing can be co- 

vered or hid from GOD, nothing can be blotted out of his Re- 
membrance, neither is there any Creature that is not Manifeſt in his 
fight : But all things are Naked and Opened unto the Eyes of him 
with whom we have to do, Heb. 4. 13. When therefore we 
find the Holy Pſalmiſt making uſe of ſuch Expreſſions as theſe, 
Hide thy Face from my Sins, and blot out all mine Iniquities, 
Pſal. 51. 9. and bleſſed is he whoſe Sin is covercd, Pſal. 32. 1. 
and again, Remember not the Sins of my Youth; Pſal. 25. 7. 
or when we meet with ſuch like Expreſſions in any other part of 
the Holy Scripture, we mult always underſtand the Words hiding, 
blotting out, not remembring, covering, or any others to the ſame 
purpofe, when they are applyed to GOD, to be only Metapho- 
rical Terms, made uſe of to ſignifie Pardon and Forgiveneſs : 
And, after the ſame manner, when my Text ſays, he ſhall hide 
a Multitude of Sins; the Meaning can be none other but this, 
That he {hall obtain the Pardon of them. VV 
Neither muſt we imagine that this Pardon can be Merited, 
either by our being Inſtrumental in the converting of a Sinner, 
or by any other good Work that we can Perform. Indeed it is 
abſurd to think, that a Creature can Merit any Reward from 
his Creator, to whom he owes all Things, and even his very 
Being; and whoſe Infinite and Eternal Happineſs is ſuch, as that 
he cannot be ſuppoſed to ſtand in the leaſt need of any Thing: 
For both which Reafons, the Creature, however Faithful and 
Diligent, can poſſibly, with Reſpect to his Creator, be no more 
but an Unprofitable Servant, Luke, 17. 10. And yet more 
abſurd is it to fancy, that our Actions, the very beſt of which 
have a great mixture of Weakneſs and Imperfection, can poſſi- 
bly have any ſuch Merit in them: When therefore we ſay, that he 
which conwerteth a Sinner, ſhall thereby more eafily obtain the 
Pardon of bhi own Sins; we muſt not offer to ground this Aſſer- 
tion 


tion upon any pretended Merit in the Work it ſelf, but altoge- 
ther upon the Free Promiſe of GOD, through Jesvs CuRIST, 
whereby alone we become entituled to any Mercy at his hand. 
That GOD, through Jzsvs ChRIST, has freely promiſed the 
Pardon of Sin to all who truly Repent and Believe the Goſpel, 
Mark, 1. 15. Luke, 24. 47. And that good Works, where 
there is an Opportunity of performing them, are the only ſure and 
certain Token both of true Faith, and ſincere Repentance; are 
ſuch Fundamental Principles of Chriſtianity, as not to be in the 
| leaſt doubted of, by any who ſeriouſly read the New Teſtament : 
From the whole Tenour of Which, as well as from many parti- 
cular paſſages in it, we moſt evidently learn that Faith without 
Works is dend, James, 2. 26. And that to pretend Repentance 
without hringing forth Fruits meet for it, ſerves only to rank 2 
Man among the generation of Vipers, Matt. 3. 7, 8. Since then 
to labour in converting a Sinner, if it be done with an honeſt and 
upright deſign, is one of the beſt Works which we can perform, 
as tending, at the ſame time, in the higheſt degree, both to the 
Glory of G OD, and the good of Man; and thereby to the ful- 
filling of both the Tables of the Law : It will follow, that he who 
honeſtly and ſincerely performs this Work, thereby gives one of 
the ſureſt Tokens that his Faith is true and lively, and his Re- 
pentance ſincere; and, conſequently, that according to the Pro- 
miſe of GOD, and the Terms of the Goſpel, he is qualified for, 
and entituled to the Pardon and Remiſſion of all his Sins. 
But beſides this general reaſon, which in ſome ſort, is common 
to this with all other good Works; there are ſome paſſages of 
Holy Scripture which ſufficiently inform us, that this particular 
Work of labouring in the Converſion of a Sinner, is in an eſpecial 
manner acceptable to GOD, and will, as ſuch, be rewarded by 
him. I have already told you that, GOD takes no Pleaſure in the 
Death of the Wicked, but that the Wicked turn from his Way 
and live; that there is Foy in Heaven even over one Sinner that 
repenteth ; and that for this Joy it was that CHRIST endured the 
Croſs and deſpiſed the ſhame. The ſeeking and ſaving that which 
Was loſt, Luke, 19. 10, or in other Words, the Converſion and 
Salvation of Sinners, being the very Errand upon which he came 
into the World. And as trom all this it abundantly appears bow 
we

well-xleaſing a Work in the, ſight of. D. it is, to convert a 


Sinner from ile emor of bis way ; ſo do we alſo find that he has, 
Particular Rewards in ſtore for the performers of it. They who; 
labour in this bleſſed Work, are dignified with the Honourable 


Title of Workers together with GO D, 2. Cor. 6. 1. They who 
are diligent in Teaching the Doctrine of the Goſpel, in order to 
the reforming of the Warld,. are {aid to/ave themſelver, as well:

as thoſe that Hear i hem 1 Tim. g. 16. And our bleſſed Sayiour 
aſſures us, that whoſoever Pall do and teach bis Commandments, 
(which. laſt Expreſſiqn is but another Phraſe. ſor converting a Sinner 
from the con of his pays) the fame, bali he, called great in the 
| Ring dom of Heaven, Matr. 5. 39. But. the. Expreſſion which 
we meet with to, this purpoſe, in the Book of the Prophet 
Daniel, ſeems ſtronger than any of the former ;- where we are

told, that they that be wiſe (or Teachers, as the Margin has it) 
hall ſhine as the brighineſs of the Firmament; and they that turn 
many ug © Pee 4 the. Stars for.ever and ever, Dan., 12. 3. 
From all Which, I think, we may well conclude, that altho' 
| nothing we can do, muſt pretend to Merit the leaft Reward from 
| our Eternal and Infinitely Powerful Creator; yet ſince to labour 
| in converting a Sinner, is moſt highly pleaſing in the, fight of 
GOD, and one of the heſt and meſt acceptable Works which we 
| can perform, as tending; above all: others, to the Glory of 
GOD, and the good of our Neighbour ;; We may conclude, I ſay, 
that if this Work be Honeſtly and Conſcientiouſſy performed, it 
is one of the beſt Tokens we can give of the Truth and ſincerity 
| of our Faith and sene and conſequently, whereby we 
| may beſt aſſure our {elves that we are proper Objects of GOD 
Mercy, through CRRILST, according to the Terms of the Goſpel; 
that is to ſay, that our S, are pardoned, and that we are in a 
ſtate of Salvation. That they who are merciful ſhall obtain 
mercy, is expreſly promiſed by CHR HT himſelf, Matt. 5. 7. 
And what greater Evidence can any Man give of à truly merciful. 
Diſpoſition, than when his Compaſſion extends it ſelf, not only to 
the Poor, but alſo to the Ignorant, and them that are out of the 
Way, Heb. 5. 2. not only to the Bodies, but alſo to the Souls ot 
his Neighbours, whom he labours to fave with fear, ts: 
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greateſt concern leſt they ſhould Miſcarry; and as it were by 
force to pull them out of the fire of Hell, Jude, 23. And thus I 
have done with the laſt Thing which came in order to be ſpoken 
to from my Text; which was to lay before you the other part 
of the Reward which my Text promiſes to him that converceth a 
Sinner: If he performs this Work honeſtly and ſincerely, beſides 
the great fatistaction of preventing his Neighbour's Damnation; 
he will the more eaſily obtain the pardon of his own ſms. 
Poor the Application of all that has been ſaid, if the Time 

would permit me, I ſhould in the firſt Place, largely Addreſs 
my ſelf to thoſe, who are {9 far from endeavouring, at any Time, 
to convert Sinners from the error of their ways, that they ſeem to 
make it a part of their Buſineſs; firſt, to draw others into a ſtate 
of Wickedneſs and Infidelity; and then to confirm and harden 
them in it. For what elſe can we think of thoſe who ſtudy to 
Compoſe Profane and Lewd Books, Poems, and Songs without 
Number; and of others, who, inſtead of rejecting ſuch Wicked 
Compoſitions, with a true Chriſtian indignation ; on the contra- 
ry, by openly taking delight in them, appear rather to recommend 
them, as innocent and witty diverſions? What elſe can we think 
of thoſe, who in their ordinary Converſation, take all occaſion to 
ſcoff at Religion, and expoſe the Conſcientious Practice of Virtue 
and Piety as Impolitick, and even ridiculous, however the ap- 
pearance of it may be neceſſary to ſerve a turn? And Laſtly; - 
What elſe can we think of thoſe, who, not content to enjoy the 
- pretended Pleaſure of Sin privately by themſelves alone, or in 

Conjunction with their ſelect Companions ; are never ſatisfied 
until they openly glory in their ſhame ; and by boaſting almoſt 
in all Companies, of their Lewdneſs, Profaneſs and Immorali- 
ty, ſeem to propoſe themſelves as Examples fit to be followed 
by all the reſt of Mankind 2 That there are too many ſuch as 
theſe, who walk in the Counſel of the Ungodly, ſtand in the way 
of ſinners, and ſit in the ſeat of the ſcornful, Pſal.

Tor as to be Inſtrumental in the Converſion of a Sinner 
is a Work ſo acceptable to GOD, as to be, in ſome ſort, a 
Means of the more eaſy procuring the Pardon of a Man's own. 
Sins; ſo is it repreſented as one of the greateſt Aggravations of 


the Guilt of Wicked Men, that they not only themſelves commit 
ſuch Thmgs as are worthy of Death; but alſo have pleaſure in 
others that do the ſame, Rom. 1, 32. And let Scoffers pleaſe 


themſelves, for the preſent, as much as they will, with a

thoſe who too often neglect the opportunities, which GOD is 
pleaſed ſeveral ways to give them, of heing Inſtrumental in the 
Ganverfon, aud conſequently in the Salvation of others.

If we Preach 
not the Goſpel, or are not diligent in acquitting our ſelves of that 
diſpenſation of it, which is committed to us, and we have taken 
upon our ſelves ; what can we expect but to have a ſhare in that 
Moe, which St. Paul upon the like ſuppoſition, denounces even 
againſt himſelf, 1 Or.

Or if wwe Preach our ſelves more than ChRISr Jesvs the Lord, 
2 Cor. 4. 5. If, to gain Applauſe, or ary a Party, or for 
any other end whatever, we corrupt the Word of GOD, 2 Cor. 
2. 17. or handle it decertfully, c. 4. 2. either teaching for Do- 
etrines the Commandments of Men, Matt. 15. 9. or firivmg about 
Words, 2 Tim. 2. 14. or other fool: and unlearned queſttons, 
v. 23. which not only are anprofitc>'s and vain, Tit. 3. 9. 
but alſo gender ſtrifer, 2 Tim. 2. 23. iahwert the henrers, 2 Tim. 
2. 14. and corrupt their Mizds from the ſimplicity that is in CurrsT, 
2 Cor. 11. 3. if after this or any ſuch manner, under the pre- 
tence of Preaching or Teaching, we really pervert the Goſpel of 
Car1sT, Gal. 1. 7. inſtead of well done thou good and faithful 
Servant, Matt. 25. 21. we muſt expect to have that Curſe pronoun- 
ced upon us, which St. Paul aſſures us, is juſtly due to every one, 
who by altering, cr adding to the Goſpel of CHRIST, makes it 
become, as he exp:-Tes it, another Croſpel, Gal. 1. 6. Nay, 
tho' he were an Apoſtle, or even an Angel from Heaven, v. 8. 
Bat altho' to Propagace the Goſpel, and bring Sinners over to 
the ſincere belief and conſcientious Practice of it, be in a purti- 
eular manner committed to the care and labour of thoſe who are 
let a part for the Work of the Miniſtry; yet is it neverthelels the 
Duty of every private and particular Perſon, to be Inftramental 
m promoting the ſame bleſſed Work. No Man ſure is exemp- 
ted from the Obligation of Praying for the ſucceſs of Cuxisr's

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be glorified ; as St. Paul expreſſes it, 2 Theſſ. 3. 1. and he who 


prays for a thing, and does not at the ſame time endeavour, as 
GOD gives him „ ner Wng to promote it, is no better than 
an Hypocrite. If a Brother or Siſter be Naked and Deſtitute of 
daily Food; and one of you ſay unto them, depart in Peace; be 
you warmed and filled. Notwithſtanding ye give them not thoſe 
Things which are needful to the Body; what doth it profit, 
Jam. 2. 15. In like manner; tho' a Man, with never fo great 
tervency, prays to GOD, that it may pleaſe him to bring into 
the way 1 truth all ſuch as have erred, and are deceived; and 
yet when frequent opportunities are offered him, with a little 
trouble or expence, which he can well ſpare, of putting for- 
ward this good Work, for which he prays ; he neglects and 
even {lights them; as if he were no way concerned in the 
Matter, it is plain that he is a diſſembler, nat withſtanding the 
frequency as well as fervency of this his Prayer : Nor can there 
well be a greater evidence that a Man's Heart goes .not along 
with his Mouth, than when he refuſes or declines to put to his 
helping hand allo.

The time will not allow me, nor is it upon this occaſion 
neceſſary, that I ſhould particularly inſiſt upon the ſeveral ways 
whereby private and particular Men may contribute towards 
the Converſion of Sinners, beſides that of Praying for them: 
Such as exhorting, admoniſhing, and prudently reproving them, 
when they do amiſs; and on the contrary, approving, counte- 


naucing, and encouraging them, when they do well : Puttin 


forward the Execution of wholſom Laws againſt all ſuch Wicked- 
neſs as is Univerſally condemned by all Sober Men of every 


Perſwafion : And, above all, by conſtantly ſetting a good Ex- 


ample of Vertue and Piety before them; Letting our light ſo 


ſhine beſore Men, that they ſeeing our good Works, may follow 
our Example, and thereby glorify our Father which is in Heaven, 
Matt.

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But what ſhall we ſay of Thouſands of thoſe who are 
Young ; and the Children not only of Popiſh, but many. of 


them of Proteſtant Parents; who, for want of the advantage of a 


little good Education, and of being put into ſome honeſt way of 
getting their Bread, are likely (if not prevented) to grow up both 
in Ignorance and Wickedneſs; and in the greateſt danger, 
many of them, of coming to an Untimely Death here, and 
all of them, of Eternal Damnation hereafter? And, can we 
patiently look on, and ſee theſe Poor Wretches, in Multi- 


tades, going on in the way of Deſtruction, without taking 
any Compaſhon on them, or in the leaſt endeavouring to 


prevent their Ruin, both in this World and that to come ? 
It ſome ſober and Chriſtian Education be not given them; 
what will beconie both of their Bodies and Souls? And 
ſuch is the Ignorance, generally, as well as Poverty of their 
Parents; that they are neither able themſelves to Inſtruct 
them, nor to procure others to do it; no, nor when they 
are inſtructed, to put them out to ſome | honeſt Calling, 
whereby they may get a Livelihood, or become uſeful to 
the Publick ; If all this, then, be not done by the Chari- 
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table Care and Contribution of others who are able to afford 
their Benevolence towards it; there remains no way of doing 
it at all: But the 3 Part of ſuch Children as amongſt 
us are born to the Poor, altho' in their Infancy, admitted by 


Baptiſm, into the Church of ChRIST, and received as Mem- 


bers, together with our ſelves, of his Myſtical Body, muſt 
yet be ſuffered to live and dye in as Wicked à manner as 
the worſt of Heathens ; ſee 1 Cor. 12. 26. And all this, only 


becauſe we will not be at a little care and moderate expence 
to make ſome ſmall Proviſion for their Chriſtian Education, 


and poreing them into an honeſt way of living : Which, how 


we ſhall anſwer at the laſt Great Day, let every Man ſe- 
riouſly conſider, who neglects or declines to join in ſo good 


a Work, according to the Opportunity and Ability which 
GOD has given him for it. | 


It is grown to a Proverb among ſome , that Ignorance is 


the Mother of Devotion And, if by Devotion we are to un- 


derftand Praying to Saints, Worſhiping Images and Reliques, 
and going Pilgrimages for that purpoſe, Worſhiping the Hoſt, 
and ſmiting the Breaſt at the Elevation of it, reckoning 


Prayers by Beads, and giving conſtant Attendance upon a 


Worſhip which is performed in an unknown Tongue. If by 


: Devotion, I lay, we are to underſtand theſe and ſuch like Su- 


perſtitious and Idolatrous Practices; we may well conclude 
that, the more Ignorant a Man is, the more likely he is to 
decome, in this ſenſe, Devout : And therefore it is not to be 


wondred, that they who endeavour to promote this ſort of 


Devotion among their People, are more than ordinary care- 


ful to keep them from Reading the Holy Scriptures, and as 
much as may be to diſcourage them from enquiring into the 


Grounds and Reaſons of their Religion. But if by Devotion 
we mean the true Love of GOD, together with that rea- 


ſonable Worſhip and Service, which, upon this Principle, is 


due to him; nothing can be more evident than, that Know- 
ledge, and not Ignorance, is a neceſſary diſpoſition to true 


Devotion. The ordinary way indeed which GOD has ap- 


pointed for bringing Men to this Knowledge, is the Teaching 
and Preaching of his.

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and hearing by the Word of G OD, Rom. 10. 17. But alas! 

Multitudes there are who either will not be brought, or 
elſe negle& to come to our Publick Aſſemblies, there to 
receive that Inſtruction which the Church has provided for 
them : And is there no way of conveying ſome degree of 
| Knowledge to them who thus obſtinately or negligently ſeem 
to refuſe or decline it? Yes there is ſtill one way left, which 
GOD has put into our Power, and will call us to an Ac- 
count for it, if we neglect it; and that is by ſending that 
Inſtruction among them in Books, which they will not come 
to receive from us in our Churches. Let every Charitable 
Hand contribute towards the diſperſing abroad the Word of 
GOD, as we have it Faithfully Tranſlated into our own 
Language; together with other Books of plain and Practical 
Chriſtianity: Let them be put into as many Hands as can 
be prevailed on, to make uſe of them both for themſelves 
and others; and let all Perſons be exhorted themſelves to 
Read them, to Teach the Contents of them diligenth - unto 
their Children, and to talk thereof when they fit in their 
Houſes, when they walk by the way, when they lie down, 
and when they riſe up, Deut. 6. 7. Meer Curioſity, at firſt, 
may prompt many to Read or hearken to what, in the End, 
may have a great, influence upon their Conſcience.

ſpake like this Man, v. 46. Curioſity was, moſt - evidently , 
the chief, if not the. only Motive both to Felix and King 
Agrippa, that made them deſirous : to hear what St. Paul 
had to fay concerning the Faith in CxrisT : And yet his Dil- 
courſe took fuch hold. of their Conſciences, that one of them 
trembled, Acts, 24. 25. and the other was almoſt perſwaded 
to be a Chriſtian, c. 26. 28, And it this World had not got- 
ten ſuch an abſolute Dominion over them; they were both 
wa fair way of being made Converts to Chriſtianity : And 
there - 
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there are divers inſtances (and probably many more than we 
know of) of Perſons who have been brought over, ſome 
from Popery, ſome from Wickedneſs, and ſome from Scep- 
ticiim and Infidelity; by Accidentally, or rather Providen- 
tiallj Meeting with the Holy Bible, or ſome other good 
Book, or barely hearing the Plain and Fundamental Truths 
of Religion, gravely and affectionately delivered; and ſome- 
times recommended rather by a Plain and Honeſt Simplicity 
than much Learning or Eloquence. ©

| 119. 105. Let this Word then ſhine forth every where a- 
mongſt us; in that Faithful Tranſlation of it, which we have 
in our owr Tongue; in thoſe many Excellent Books ot 
Chriſtian piety which are taken out of it; in all our Ser- 
mons and publick Inſtructions: Let it ſhine, I ſay, in its na- 
tive Luſtre, and free from the Clouds of unneceſſary Diſputes, 
wherewith too many have endeavoured to Darken it. And 
above all, let it ſhine out in the Charitable, Peaceable, and 
Holy Lives of us who profeſs it, and are acquainted with 
it: And well may we hope, through G0 D's Bleſſing upon 
our faithful Endeavours, that not only the People of this Land, 
who ſit in the Darkneſs of Popery , but others alſo, both 
Proteſtants and Papiſts, who ſit in the worſe Darkneſs of 
Sin and Wickedneſs, as well as Error, may ſee this great 
Light, Matt.

And tho' ſome of the perſons 
upon whom thou beſtoweſt thy Alms, ſhould make an ill 
Uſe of thy Charity; yet as long as this is not through any 
Fault or Neglect of thine, in Miſplacing thy Benevolence, 
GOD himſelf is thy Security that thou ſhalt, in the End, 
b2 no loſer : For he that hath Pity upon the Poor, lendeth unto 
the Lord; and that which he hath given, will he pay him 
again, prov. 19. 17.

E Chriſtian and Uſeful Education of Poor Chil- 
dren, tending not only to the good of Themſelves. 
both in Soul and Body, but alſo to the Preferva- 
tion of Others from the numerous Evils they 
might be expoſed to, from ſuch Childrens not 
being Inſtructed in the Duties of Religion and 
civil Life: It has been judged of the greateſt 
Conſequence, by Perſons eminent for their Lear- 
x ning and Piety, that CHARITY-SCHOOLS: 
_ ſhould be Erected in theſe Kingdoms; wherein the Children of the Poor, might 
be decently Clothed and uſefully Educated; being Taught to Read, Write, and 
Caſt- Accompts, and Inſtructed in the Knowledge and Practice of the Chriſtian 
Religion, as Profeſſed and Taught by the Eſtabliſhed Church; and from whence 
they might be put Apprentices to uſeful Trades and Callings: 
CONSIDERING alſo, that, by the Laws of this Realm, no Papi? can 
teach School, and a Succeflion of the Romiſh Clergy is alſo Prohibited ; 
the Children of PapiFs muſt be abandoned to the groſſeſt Ignorance 
of Chriſtian and moral Duties, unleſs ſome care be taken to breed 
them up in the Knowledge of Them; And foraſmuch as Mild and 
Gentle Methods are in their own Nature moſt effectual for the Propa- 
gation of Religion: It has been judged a farther reaſon for Erecting 
CHARITY-SCHOOLS in h Kingdom; wherein the Children of the 
Popiſh Natives, being Inſtructed, Clothed and taken Care of, along with 
our own, may be ſo won by our affectionate Endeavours, that the 
whole Nation may become Proteftant and Engliſh, and all ſuch Rebels 
lions as have heretofore ariſen from the Difference between Us,

| | ; | IL 
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THE Zeal and Succeſs attending the Propagation of theſe Schools 
in England, have been very extraordinary and ſurprizing. In 1708, 
(about Ten Years after the Deſign was ſet on Foot) the Number of 
Charity-Schools amounted to Three Yundred and Fo2ty Eight; 
and the Children Educated therein to Eight Thouſand Two Hun⸗ 
dred and Sirty Four. In 1718, theſe Schools were encreaſed to One 
Thouſand Two Yundred and Seventy Seven, and the Children to 
near Twenty Seven Thouſand. This Account has been given by the 
Society in London for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge ; and from this great 
Number, which would otherwiſe:have been an Ignorant and Diſſolute 
Part of the Nation, *tis very evident how neceſſary a Demand there 
was for ſuch a Charity. NE: SD 
NOR has Ireland (where there is a more deſolate Face of Poverty and 
want of Education) been in all that Time, remiſs in promoting ſo 
Excellent a Work. The chief Encouragement given to it has been 
ſince 1710, tho ſome of theſe Schools were before Erected among Us. 
Their Number in 1717 (according to that Year's printed Account) was 
One Hundred, wherein were upwards of Two Thouſand Children; 
but by the Accounts of this Lear, the SCHOOLS are encreaſed to about 
One Hundred and Thirty, and the CHILDREN to near Thee 
Thonſand. Such a Progreſs in the ſpace of Seven Years, and fo 
great an Advance in One Year after, are ſo good Proofs of the ſucceſs- 
ful Workings of this Charity, that tis hoped, by GOD?®s Bleſſing, in a few

8 
WHERE Subſcriptions could not be procured, or have not been ſuffici- 
ent, Charity-Schools have been ſet Up, or Supported, ſometimes by 
Collections at Charity-Sermons ; ſometimes by Allowances out of the Or- 
dinary Collections, and the Offertory in the Church; ſometimes by Boxes 
ſet up in Churches or Schools, with Inſcriptions over Them, For the 
Support of the Charity- School; and at other Times, by applying Part of the 
OFconomy- Money belonging to Chapters : Nor have Corporations been 
wanting to aſſiſt in this Goov Worx, by Contributions out of their pu- 
blick Funds. And if any other Means can be ſuggeſted by any Perſons, 
conducive to their further Promotion; it is humbly Hoped, there will 
not be wanting Charitable Diſpoſitions to concur in them.

The riſe and 
Improvement of theſe Schools, refer themſelves. chiefly to the Dean's 
Lady; by whoſe generous Example, and unwearied Inſtances, Subſcrip- 
tions of about 34 Pounds per Ann. have been procured for their Support, 
beſides the Encouragement obtained from the Honourable Traſtees of 
tbe Linen Manufacture, for inuring the Children to the ſpinning Trade. The 
Care and Application likewiſe, of about 50 Pounds at Intereſt, (made 
up by ſeveral Gifts and Legacies) of the Donations to a. Charity-Box in 
the School, (wherein has been found at once 6 Pounds in Gold) and of 
the Sunday Evening Collections (which amount to about 6 Pounds a Year) 
are born without the thought of fazigue to her, that others might be exemp- 
ted from a real Trouble. The Children are all thoroughly Clotked, and 
carefully Inſtructed; the Boys to Read, Write, and Caſt Accompts; the 
Girls to Read, Knit, and work at the Needle, in which they are alter- 
nately Employed. Each of them 1s put out after 4, or 4 Years conti- 
nuance in the School, to ſome Trade, or Service; if to a Trade, an 
Apprentice Fee is given with Them; if to a Service, their Maſter or 
Miſtreſs is obliged at the expiration of their Time, to give a New Suit 
of Cloths, and a ſum of Maney to them. About 30 Children have been 
ſo put out from the beginning. And wherever they are Bound out in the 
Town, their Maſters or Miſtreſſes, ( who are always Members of the E#a- 
bliſhed Chureh) are obliged to ſend them conftantly to Church with the other 
Children in the School, at leaft for the firft Year or W we. 

BESIDES theſe, there is a Number of other Boys and Girls in the 
Schools, who have their Learning gratis, but no Clothing. They are 
called Probationers; and as the former go out of the School, the beſt de- 


ſerving 
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ſerving of theſe are admitted in their ſtend, and have like Advantages 
with the reſt. The Mater and Miſtreß are obliged to read Prayers 
twice a-day in the Schools and to repait with the Children to Church 
every Sunday, W edneſday and Friday, beſides Holidays; where they ſing or. 
chant the Pſalms, &c. after the Cathedral method; thoſe of the beſt Voi- 
ces being inſtructed for that purpoſe by the Organiſt, at the Dear's Ex- 
pence. On theſe Days likewiſe they are Carechiſed' in the Church, by 
the two Vicars Choraln and the Curare of. the» Pariſhi in their turns; who 
examine them publickly alſo, in the late Primates Expoſition of the 
Church Catechiſm ; and make them give an Account of the Sermon, Leſe 
ſons, &c · which they do to the Edification of ſeveral ' of the Hearers, 


and the ſatisfaction of all. A Lift of the Subſcribers and RenefaFors is 


ſet up in the Church ; and a fair Accompt of all the Receipts and Diſ- 
burfements for or concerning the Schools, with the Rules and Orders by 
which they are governed, lye open in the Veſtry, to be peruſed of all.

The Number of 
Scholars was fixt at firſt to 50, the Maſters Salary to 30 pounds 
per Ann. and the Catechiſt's to 10 pounds per Ann. but the num- 
ber of Children were to be encreaſed, and the Salaries advan- 
ced proportionably, it his Subſtance ſhould prove more than what 
would anſwer the Salaries above mentioned» and the Charge 
of the School-Houſe and Appartments aforeſaid. Accordingly his 
Executors within a Year after his Death, laid out Seven Hundred 
pounds in building a Schoe!-Hoyſe, &c. and have ſince made a Purchaſe of 


Lands to the value of 200 pounds per Aun. for the Endowment thereof. 


Ever- ſince the School- Houſe, 8:c. was finiſhed, the Mafter, Catechiſt, and 50 
Scholars have been provided for according to the WILL. And 
lately the Children were encreaſed to 75, and the Salaries raiſed in Pro- 
portion; and after the deceaſe of the Biſhop's ſurviving Siſter, (aged 77 
Years,) the Children will be encreaſed to 150, and the Salaries propor- 
tionably. No Child is to be continued in the School above 4 Years, it 
being ſuppoſed in that time, he may be qualified for ſome Trade or 
Calling. And for the putting out ſuch Apprentices, the Biſhop left 266 
pounds 13 ſhillings and 4. pence to the Corporation, the intereſt whereof 
is to be applied, by the Biſnop, Dean, and Mayor of Waterford for the time

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being, in binding them Apprentices to Trades-Men of the Eftabliſhed 


Church; who are obliged to bring them thereto in time of Divine

CHRIST-CHURCH. A Charity-School erected here 1712, by the 
Endeavours of the Miniſter, aſſiſted by the Land Lord of the T own ; the 
inſtances of whoſe remarkable bounty towards it, challenge a publick ac- 
knowledgment. The principal were his Endowing this Pariſh with the Ap- 
propriated Tythes, to the value of about 60 pounds per Ann. and the building 
a beautiful Church in it; which he likewiſe furniſhed with Communion- 
Plate, and every thing elſe that was either neceſſary, or ornamental. 

THE School conſiſts of 24 Boys, Maintained by theſubſcriptions of the 
Miniſter, and a few of the Pariſhioners, at the rate of 3o ſhillings a Year 
per Boy, which is 36 pounds per Ann. for the whole. Out of which they 


are all clothed and kept decent in their Apparel for the whole Year. The 
Maſter has 6 pounds per Ann. for teaching them; and the remainder is 


diſpoſed of in binding them Apprentices. 3 or 4 of the heſt qualified 
are ſo put out every Year, with an allowance of 3 pounds, and a new 
ſuit of Cloths, with a Bible, Common Prayer-Book, and Whole Duty of Man. 
And it is an indiſpenſible Rule of the Contributors, to bind them to ſuch 
Mafters as are Members of the Church of Ireland, ſeveral of them being 
Children of PapiFs. To make amends for the ſmalneſs of the Mafter's

6 4 HE Charge of Apprenticing Children from Charity-Schools, ge- 


nerally takes up a Third Part of their Fund: If therefore any Me- 


thod can be ſuggeſted for ſaving this expence, it will be candidly recei- 
ved as an Eſſay to make this Charity much more extenſive, without 
enhanſing the Charge. What is propoſed in this Caſe is, that the Chil- 
dren ſhould be bound out for 8 or 9 Years inſtead of 7, for which conſi- 
deration Trades-Men will take them without Apprentice-Fees; nay and 
ſometimes oblige themſelves to give as much at the end of their time, as 
they would otherwiſe expect at the begining of it. This Expedient is the 
rather offered, becauſe it has the Sanction of the Legiſlature. For by a 
late Act of Parliament in this Kingdom (Anno 20 Georgii Cap. 17) It is 
Enacted, that the Miniſter and Church-Wardens, (who are generally con- 
cerned in Charity-Schools) with the Conſent of a Fuſtice of the Peace, may 
bind out, not only any Child they find begging in their Pariſh, but like- 
wiſe any other Poor Child within the ſame, with the Conſent of the Fa- 
ther if living, or of the Mother it. the Father be dead, (and the Conſent of 
both is ſecured when their Children are admitted into the Schools) to 
any Proteſtant Houſe-keeper or Trades-man, either as a Menial-Ser- 
want, till ſuch Child arrives at the Age of Twenty One Years, or as an 
Apprentice to his Trade, till ſuch Apprentice be Twenty Four Years 
Old compleat. 7 85 

K THERE. 
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THERE being ſeveral Places in this Kingdom, where allowances 


are given by the Miniſter and others, for teaching Poor Children gratis; 


tis humbly conceived that Charity-Schools might eaſily be erected in 
them. For, (if the Apprentice-Fees are ſaved by the foregoing Expe- 
dient,) nothing will be wanting for that Purpoſe, but a ſmall Fund for 
Clothing the Children; which it's heartily wiſhed might be everywhere 
provided, inaſmuch as Clothing them is an Act of great Charity in it's 
ſelf, and very often neceſſary with reſpect to their Parents, to induce them 
more readily to ſubmit their Children, to be educated in a Religion diffe- 
rent from what they themſelves profeſs. 335 


SUPER NUMERARY Children being admitted as Probationers in ſeveral 
Charity-Schools, xo ſucceed according to their Merits, the Clothed Chil- 
dren as they are bound out, having till then the benefit of Inſtruction 
only; the like Practice is recommended to other Schools, where there is 


ſufficient Proviſion for the Maſter's Salary, and the Children's Clothing. 


By this means greater numbers will be ſeaſoned with religious and uſe- 
ful Learning; and the Schools will be furniſhed with ſuch Children, as, 


being already in ſome meaſure inſtructed, and found teachable and or- 


derly, will afterwards be of lefs trouble and expence, and probably give

IN ſome Places Charity-Schools are kept in Watch-Houſes, and *tis hum- 


bly conceived, that Watch- Houſes in moſt Pariſhes might be uſed for that 


Purpoſe. For whereas the Fuſtices of the Peace and Grand- Furies, at the 
Quarter- Seſſions, are impowered by AF of Parliament to appoint the num- 


ber of Watch-Houſes in their refpective Counties, and the Places where 


they ſhall be erected, and to levy Money for building the ſame ; Perſons 


Zealous for promoting thx Charity, by proper Application for leave, 
and ſome ſmall Addition to the Sums levyed by the Law for the buil- 


ding of Watch-Honſes, may procure ſuch Enlargements and Additions of 
Fire- places in thoſe that are to be erected in Places convenient for 
Charity-Schools, as that the ſaid Houſes may ſerve in the Day for School- 


Houſes for Teaching Poor Children, and at Night as Watch-Houſes for 
preſerving the Peace, D 


It being of eſpecial advantage to this Nation, that the lower ſort of 


People ſhould be induſtrioufly employed; the Example of ſeveral Charity- 


Schosls, wherein the Children are inured to Labour, as well as brought 
up in Learning, is moſt worthy the imitation of others. Nor will the 
proſecuting both theſe Deſigns at once, be any obſtruction to the carry- 
ing on of either. For the Children being ſuppoſed to continue 5 Years 


at 
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at School, they may well be allowed to ſpend a. good part of that time 
[it may be half the Day after the firſt Year or two] in ſome uſeful La- 
bour, ſuch as Knitting, Sewing, Spinning, Dreſſing Hemp, Flax, 8c. while 
the reſt is ſufficiently beſtowed on neceſſary Learning. Wherefore, as 
on the one Hand, tis humbly hoped the Honourable Truſtees for the Linnen 
Manufacture will be pleaſed, upon proper Applications, * to give the Præ- 
mium for encouraging the ſhinning Trade, to ſuch Charity-Schools as are, 
and ſhall be erected in Places fit for that purpoſe; whereby the Children 
educated only in the ways of Piety, may alſo at the ſame time be bred up 
in Induſtry : So on the other hand, 'tis heartily wiſhed, that Perſons 
Zealous of promoting true Religion and uſeful Learning, would find 
Means of Inſtructing the Children of Spinning- Schools, in the Rudiments 
of both; by which concurrence of Piety and Labour, the Foundations 


of this Charity will be further enlarged, while the Trade of the Nation 
is at the ſame time promoted. 


AS there 1s a good Number of Children Apprenticed yearly from 
theſe Schools, ſo it may be worth conſidering, whether the generality 
of them in many Places, mighr nut be put out moſt advantagiouſly to 
ſome or other Branches of the Faxen and Hempen Manuſattures ; theſe 
being the moſt acceptable Commodities abroad, as well as of conſtant 


Service and Employment at home. Tis thought adviſeable likewiſe,

THE Practice of ſome Charity-Schools in putting out ſeveral of the 
Children to good Services, ſtands in need of no recommendation, but 
will be univerſally approved and followed. Nothing has been more ge- 

nerally, and indeed juſtly complained of, than the Ignorance, Negli- 
gence and Diſhoneſty of Servants; but that Misfortune, tis hoped, may 
now in a great Meaſure ceaſe in Families. For by Means of theſe 
Schools, Gentlemen and others will have it in their Power to furniſh 
themſelves with ſuch Perſons for their Services, who having born the 
Yoke in their Youth, been bred to Diſcipline and Order, practiced Humi- 
lity and Obedience, uſed bodily Labour, and acquired all neceſſary
